DETAILED ACTION 

1. Applicants' Response to Office Action, received 25 February 201 1, is acknowledged. 
Claims 31, 35, 37, 61-63 and 67 are cancelled. 

2. Claims 40-60 and 64-66 are pending and under consideration. 

Rejections Moot 

3. The rejection of claims 31, 35, 37 and 61-63 under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, first paragraph, scope 
of enablement for treatment or prevention of all diseases caused by all agents, is moot in light of 
the cancellation of the claims. 

4. The rejection of claim 67 under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, first paragraph, scope of enablement for 
treatment or prevention of ulcerative colitis caused by all agents, is moot in light of the 
cancellation of the claim. 

Conclusion 

5. Claims 40-60 and 64-66 are allowed.
